REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD OF THE TOWN 
OF CHESTERFIELD FOR THE YEAR END- 
ING MARCH 1, 1887. 


Citizens of Chesterfield :—Your Committee have found the 
duties of the year difficult and perplexing. To interpret and 
apply the laws, which are to say the least crude and inexplicit, 
and liable to varied interpretation—to destroy for the nonce old 
lines and establish new ones, has not been a pleasant, notwith- 
standing it has been an imperative, duty. 

For convenience of supervision your committee divided the 
town into three sections. The west division comprising districts 
Nos. 2 and 8. The middle division comprising districts 4, 5, 6, 
9, 10, 11 and 12, and the eastern division including Nos. 7, 8, 
13 and 14. The immediate oversight of each section was as- 
signed to the member of the board resident in the several sec- 
tions. It was also decided that for the summer and fall terms 
there should be two schools in the western section, in districts 1 
and 2; that there should be no schools in districts 4, 6, 9, 11, 12 
and 14, leaving schools for the summer in the middle and east- 
ern sections, in districts 5, 7,8,10and13 No. 19 wasalso join- 
ed with 5 for the fall term, and a school established in No. 3 
during the winter term. 

On a review of the whole field your committee have reason 
to believe that the result attained the past year will bear com- 
parison with the best of recent years. The average length of

schoci sustained in the several districts for years past has rarely 
ex¢éeded twenty weeks, the last preceding year less than. eigh- 
teen weeks, with nearly the same amount of money expended. 
The past year all the scholars in town have had the opportunity 
of attending a term of school averaging one-third longer than 
heretofore, and under instructors equally competent and general- 
ly as successful. But we would impress upon all, that to have 
our schools what they should be, not only teachers and pupils, 
but also and especially do parents haye grave and daily duties to 
perform. See to it parents that your children are at the school- 
room promptly every morning, every day, and that they stay 
through the school sessions. And if there are wrongs, go to the 
teacher privately and have them corrected and conceal the whole 
affair from the town bramlers and gossips. 

No one can read the history of Chesterfield without being 
conyineed that she once occupied a leading. position in educa- 
tional matters, and that she has not of late maintained her for- 
mer pre-eminence. Asa state we are not doing our share in the 
work of education. The United States as a whole expends 
nearly $152 per scholar, based on average attendance. Ohio 
and I}linois about $20 while New Hampshire expends but little 
more than $14, and glorious old Chesterfield a trifle more 
than $12. 

REMARKS ON THE SEVERAL SCHOOLS. 
District No. 1. | 
Summer term taught by Minnie M. Todd. Miss Todd labored 
faithfully but did not succeed in calling forth a hearty response on 
the part of the larger pupils. A more rigid enforcement of dis- 
ctpline would have improved the school. The impression re- 
ceived was that Miss Todd would succeed well with a primary 


school. . 
Fall term taught by Julia E. Wells. Miss Wells was very 


popular and did good substantial work. 

Winter term taught by A. W. Hoyt. Mr. Hoyt is a good 
instructor and in part of his work succeeded well, but we are 
sorry to say that there was a lack of discipline. Parents and 
other citizens ought to bear in mind that in a school their hearty 
support is a great help to the teacher while unmerciful criticisms 
in store, bar-rooms or post-office will often help to create the dif- 
ficulty of which they complain.

Miss Florence L. Cowdry taught summer and fall By 


Miss Cowdry is one of our best teachers; she is quite thorough 
and systematic in her work. 


Disrricr No. 3. 

Winter term taught by Miss Emma Houghton. Miss 
Houghton is an excellent teacher, maintaining good ordér and 
securing the hearty co-operation of her pupils. The progress in 
the several studies was so uniform that it would be difficult to se- 
lect one as being more worthy of praise than another. 

District No. 5. 

Summer term was taught by Mr. Elmer Blake, who fully 
sustained the reputation which he had already so richly earned. 

Fall term, Grammar department, taught by Miss Cora Hub- 
bard. The results here spoke of a skill acquired by large ex- 
perience and of tact and energy which go to make the very best 
of teachers. All was harmonious and of course eutire satisfac- 
tion given. 

The winter term was taught by the same teacher with 
equally happy results. 

Primary department was taught by Miss Inez G. Day. She 
Jabored well for the improvement of her scholars, who made a 
good improvement during their term of school. 

District No. 7. 

The summer and fall terms were taught by Miss Elsie K, 
Crouch, a beginner who evinced a special aptitude for instruct- 
ing small scholars, and in all respects proved a good teacher for 
the school.” 

The winter term was taught by Mrs. E. J. Franklin a thor- 
ough instructor, an excellent disciplinarian, one whose moral and 
intellectual presence is felt constantly throughout the school. 
Noble progress was made during the term. 


’ Districr No. 8. 
This school was taught throughout the year by Miss Clara 
KH. Smith. It has been a school of very marked improvement. 
It was good at all points. The teacher, scholars and parents 
worked together for the best results. Ten of the 18 scholars 
were on the roll of honor for one term, 5 for two terms and one 
for the whole term. 
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Districr No. 10. 

Summer term was taught by Miss Inez G. Day, who com- 
menced doing very good work in her school. Toward the close, 
the measels made their appearance and broke up the school. 

The winter term was taught by Miss Elsie E. Crouch. It 
commenced well and was well taught, but the government 
lacked the backbone that is necessary to secure the highest effi- 
ciency. 

District No. 13. 

The Grammar department was in charge of Miss Mary I. 
Robertson, during the summer term. She was the right teacher 
in the right place and at the close of the term owing to new en- 
gagements, parents, pupils, and committee parted with her with 
many regrets. 

Fall and winter terms were taught by Mr. Jesse F. Hall a 
young teacher of sterling qualities and much promise. He was 
systematic in detail and thorough in the execution of every task. 
In discipline mild and unyielding. He but helped his pupils to 
govern themselves. He proved a worthy successor of the pre- 
vious teacher. 

The Primary department was taught throughout the year by 
Miss Alma P. Davis, who had previously taught the same school 
with marked success. During the year she has maintained her 
former enviable reputation, won the love of her little charges 
and advanced them rapidly in their studies.
